Danville, Pennsylvania and then earned his Juris Doctor from

Taft Law School in Santa Ana, California; he was

board-certified in Otolaryngology-Head and Neck Surgery; and

WHEREAS, Dr. Debartolo practiced medicine in Aurora and

Sugar Grove for over 36 years; he served as secretary/treasurer

of the Illinois Society of Ophthalmology and Otolaryngology and
